Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
Examiner discussed the amendment pursuant to 37 CFR 1.312 filed 1/21/09. The Examiner pointed out that although 
claim 69 was amended to recite "receiving... a block model", which is consistent with claim 77, claim 85 still recites 
"forming a block model". Although the amendment will be entered, the Examiner wanted to discuss with Mr. Nichols 
whether Applicant intends to amend claim 85 to recite "receiving... a block model" as well. Mr. Nichols responded that 
he would have to discuss this with the Applicant. The Examiner also said that an additional 1 .312 amendment would 
have to be filed if claim 85 is amended in the future.
